A revised oU and gas nap of 

Green County— cufftntly one of 
the most active oil fields in the 
country-^^s now being isstied by 
the Kentucky Oeological flurvtf 
olfice at UK. 

The new map brings up to date 
one issed by the Survey office 
late In September, and gives the 
location of more than 600 wells, 
520 of which are identif^d. 

One of the biggest problems in 
the oil region is how to dispose of 
Urge quantities of salt water being 
brought to iho surface with the 
oiL Dr. Wallace llagen, state geo- 
loglai and dleeelor of the geologleal 
survey, along with his staff, and 
Dr. Sam Hite, head of t'K's De- 
p a rtm ewi of Chemical Kngineerin y 
have been searching for possible 
means of keeping salty water out 
of the acar-ky ateaaaa.
